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carbon particles comprising the steps of (a) introducing and (b) exposing as presently 
claimed, esp., the step of exposing the gas stream to microwave energy having 
sufficient power and for a sufficient period of time to induce the carbon particles to form 
said synthesis gas in a reaction with the steam and carbon dioxide. 

The prior art does not contain any language that teaches or suggests the above. 
Steinwandel et al. do not teach exposing the gas stream to microwave energy having 
sufficient power and for a sufficient period of time to induce the carbon particles to form 
said synthesis gas in a reaction with the steam and carbon dioxide. Therefore, a person 
skilled in the art would not have been motivated to adopt the above conditions, and a, 
prima facie case of obviousness cannot be established.
